IMPEDIMENTS TO 
NAVIGATION. 


TV'hen Congressman 
Burton, 
Chair- 


man of the Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee of the House, visited Oakland, 
the first thing he said when he saw the 
bridges, 
"Those, 
things will have to 


come out before long, yon can't have a 
harbor blockaded by drawbridges." 


This remark of Mr. Burton's is given 


point by the speedy prospect of the 
basin being dredged out and the deep 
water channel being: extended past Fal- 
lon street. Since Mr. Burton was here 
a large shipbuilding plant and several 
manufacturing concerns have been lo- 
cated above the bridges. 
Ground has 


just been broken for a large steel and 
wire plant in East Oakland, projected 
to do a heavy shipping business with 
the Pacific Islands and the Orient. The 
enormous increase of business that will 
follow 
extension of the channel and 


deepening of the basin will inevitably 
cause difficulties at the. drawbridges. 
There will be a constant interruption of 
traffic across the bridges and on the 
other hand the delays incident to work- 
ing the draws will greatly impede the 
movements of shipping. 


Yet some method of maintaining di- 


rect 
communication 
with 
Alameda 


must be devised. 
A tunnel is the only 


solution of the difficulty. 
At the time 


the present bridges were erected, a tun- 
nel was suggested, and even advocated 
with some vigor, but the necessity for 
one seemed so far distant that the idea 
was dismissed as being Mo advanced. 
But it can be plainly seen now that the 
greater wisdom and foresight lay with) 
the tunnel advocates. Not only the bus- 
iness of the harbor, but the city has 
sri-own much faster than was anticipat- 
ed. The completion of the Tidal Canal 
has opened up a new avenue for ship- 
pins that increases the work ot the 
draws. 


In a few years the mud flats on the 


Alameda side of the harbor basin will 
be filled in and covered with factories 
and 
warehouses 
having easement to 


v.'hurves'on the water front. The north- 
ern shore is being occupied so rapidly 
tha'. room must .soon be sought on tho 
other side. Besides, the advent of deep 
water in the upper harbor will bring 
s. sreater demand for increased whart 
facilities. 
When that time comes 
the 


draabridges v,-ill be found to be an in- 
tolerable impediment to navigation and 
industrial 
development, as well as a 


source of constant and annoying de- 
lays in maintaning communication be- 
tween Oakland and Alameda.
